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State Highway Workmen 
Battling To Keep Main 
Highways Free Of Drifts 


Gusty winds from the west that 
began about 4 a m. today were 
giving the State Highway Depart­ 
ment an “awful battle” to keep 
north and south main highways 
open today. 
All of the main highways have 
been kept open since the snow 
began late Wednesday night but 
clouds of snow driven by the 
strong winds kept drifts edging 
across main roads while second­ 
ary and rural roads were drifted 
shut in many parts of the county. 
The snowfall that did not stop 
until about 4:30 o'clock this morn­ 
ing accumulated up to 13 inches 
rn some parts of the county, the 
State Highway Department said. 
All Schools Closed 
Until the winds began this morn­ 
ing “about 75 per cent of the 
roads in the county” had been 
opened but as the winds contin­ 
ued with mounting strength, the 
number of usable roads dwindled. 
Some schools in the county an­ 
nounced 
Friday 
evening 
they 
would not re-open today and thus 
morning when State Highway De­ 
partment reports came in. all of 
the other school district* followed 
suit. For some schools it is the 
fourth day last to snowstorms this 
winter while all schools have been 
closed for at least three days. 
With many of its 110 men en­ 
gaged 
m snow 
removal 
work 
sticking to their jobs around the 
clock, the Highway Department 
added some men as relief oper­ 
ators today and hired two extra 
graders to help move the snow on 
the main highways. 
It was the winter’s heaviest 
snowfall here and it called off 
or postponed many meetings and 
other activities in addition to the 
schools. 
Borough workmen w ert busy 
clearing snow in the center of 
town. Lincoln Square was cleared 
Thursday and Chambersburg St. 
by noon today. 
Somerset Herd Hit 
Somerset County, usually the 
hardest hit area in southwestern 
Pennsylvania, reported 15 to 20 
inches of snow on the ground. 
The State Highways Department 
laid 50 per cent of Hie .secondary 
roads and 80 per cent of the rural 
roads were closed 
Most schools 
and plants also were closed 
Five inches of new snow fell in 
Bedford Courty overnight. 
30 Truck* Tied Up 
Snow 
drifts kept 6.000 pupils 
from classes in four Erie County 
sc hools. Parochial and city schools 
remained opened. 
Some 30 tractor-trailers jack­ 
knifed on Route 20 at Walnut Hill 
Thursday night and tangled traffic 
for two hours. Roads in the area 
remain hazardous. 
In Fayette County, drifts 12 feet 
high closed most mountain roads. 
With the exception of Uniontown 
city schools the rest of the educa­ 
tional institutions m the county 
were closed.

She told of talking with Spears 
about whether he might have put 
a bomb on the National Airlines- 
operated craft before it took off 
from Tampa.

Mrs. Spears added. “ He gave me 
his reasons, and he has given 
them to others.”

Cites Squaw Valley 
“ We should set courses that 
m ake men out (rf these guys in­ 
stead of a bunch of com plainers,” 
he said, adding that some racers 
complain about nearly everything. 
Engl. 48 and an international 
champion in his racing days, said 
that because of tragedies the FIS 
has gone from one extrem e—all 
danger—to the other—all safety. 
He cited the Olympic m en’s 
and women’s downhill courses at 
Squaw Valley, Calif., which had 19 
and 20 control gates, and his own 
downed Is—12 for the men and 17 
for th # women. 
All tliose control gates just take 
the speed out of the race, he said.

One of the men would drive hit 
car through the turnpike entrance 
at Gateway, on the Ohio line, and 
forward the travel ticket to th* 
Beaver Valley interchange. There, 
Sheranko said, the ticket was sub 
stituted for one turned in by J 
driver from some distance eastern 
point. The collector would deposit 
15 cents, the cost of the trip from 
Gateway to Beaver Valley, anc 
pocket the remainder, according 
to the policeman. 
The total charge for an auto 
traveling from one end of the pLk* 
to the other is $3 95. 
However, the Turnpike Commis­ 
sion said many of the tickets in­ 
volved in the alleged scheme wer* 
for trucks which pay tolls up to 
$3.60 (for a rarely used 100,00(1

Weary refugees streamed away 
from Agadir today as pestilence 
threatened to sweep the quake- 
shattered city. 
, 
Amid the stench of death, res­ 
cue workers continued searching 
for 
survivors 
who 
might 
be 
trapped in the ruins. 
The Moroccan government an­ 
nounced that 2,964 dead had been 
buried in graves hastily dug in 
the rubble of the Atlantic resort. 
But that figure did not include un­ 
counted numbers of graves filled 
during the confused hours follow­ 
ing the two earthquakes and a 
tidal wave Monday night. 
Moroccan officials feared that 
b.ooo of the city’s 40.000 residents 
may have died in the disaster, but 
it was apparent that the exact 
toll would never be known. 
3,200 Ar* Injured 
At least 3.200 persons were in­ 
jured, 1,200 of them seriously. 
Some estimates of the injured ran 
to 5.000 
The government ordered Agadir 
evacuated in the face of the threat 
of pestilence. Several cases of ty­ 
phoid fever already have been re­ 
ported among the predominantly 
Moslem population. 
The ruined city was sprayed 
with disinfectant. 
Sixty • eight French and U.S. 
military planes kept up a round- 
the-ck'ck airlift from a nearby 
French airbase, 
taking 
injured 
and 
unhurt survivors to other 
Moroccan cities and bringing in 
supplies. Up to Thursday night, 
more than 3,OOO persons, mast of 
them French or other foreigners, 
had been evacuated by air 
Thr** Tent Cities 
Three tent cities were set up in 
the surrounding countryside for 
10,000 other evacuees, mastly Mos­ 
lems. Thousands more plodded 
away from the area on foot, or by 
horse or mule, seeking refuge 
elsewhere 
More help was on the way to­ 
day. U S. Air Force planes were 
bringing in 1.000 Moroccan troops. 
The French aircraft carrier La­ 
fayette was carrying 1.500 French 
sailors from Casablanca. The U.S. 
cruiser Newport News, anchored 
in the bay. put its entire crew at 
the disposal (rf the Moroccan gov­ 
ernment.

In recent days Blanc, a Demo­ 
crat, has ordered the arrests of 
13 election officials, one Democrat­ 
ic ward official and one Republi­ 
can ward official. 
They have been accused of such 
illegal practices as allowing the 
names of dead people to remain 
on the registration lists and allow­ 
ing double voting, among other 
things. 
Seven hundred names have been 
taken off the registration lists 
since The Bulletin began publish 
stories about the alleged frauds.
